Fruit is firm and 
keeps well.

firm, bright red berry with light red flesh. Subacid. Excellent quality, 
the foliage a very dark green. Plants are very healthy. Has excellent 
dessert quality, the best flavored of the Everbearinge Strawberries. 
This berry will produce for 6 months of the year. No runners.

BLACKBERRIES

This berry is a cross between the ever-popular Loganberry and the 
wild trailing Blackberry, which is found in the Oregon mountains. 
There is no finer Blackberry grown than the Cascade. The berries are 
large, and they make more wonderful Jelly and Jam than any other 
berry could make. They are exceptionally good for pies. Every family 
should have 10 or more plants.

IND EO ReGrs Eile Ry Veep wegen ie vis! on per 100, $12.50; per 1000, $100.00 
A new berry similar in appearance to Boysenberry, but darker in 
color. Sweeter and less acid. Really a superior berry. Grows like 
Boysenberries, vigorous and very productive. 


THORNLESS VARIETIES

BOYSENBERRY 
This thornless strain has retained all the good characteristics of its 
parent plant, including its rugged thrifty growth, and hardiness. You 
ean handle these canes with your bare hands, and enjoy picking the 
large, attractive fruits. 


YOUNGBERRY (Plant Patent No. 4) 
This berry is superior to the parent plant of thorny type only to the 
extent that the hard punishing and annoying thorns are not present. 
Berries ripen a few days earlier. 

LOGANBERRY (Plant Patent No. 82) 
This new berry has proven far more productive, and its berries are 
larger than the old thorny type of Loganberry. A delightfully high 
flavored berry of dark red color, The canes are larger and entirely 
thornless. 


EVERGREEN BLACKBERRY 
This new berry is becoming very popular on the Pacific Coast. It is a 
very large, long berry which comes into production around the middle 
of August. Very productive and a good seller,

OREGON CHAMPION GOOSEBERRIES

sub-acid flavor. Has lots of pulp and few seeds. 


CHERRY CURRANTS 


The largest of all red-currants, with the berries sometimes more than 
one-half inch in diameter. Short bunches. The plant is very vigorous 
and productive.
